The Century company was organized 


more than a year ago with George W. 
Smith as president and F. J. Lowrey as 
treasurer. Itg capitalization was $150.- 
WO. There was a hitch over the fran- 
chise for the use of the streets, but the 
*la* never was abandoned and finally 
•access has been achieved. There has 
been no complete organization since, 
>nt now that the license gives promise 
-of an early completion of the plans, a 
meeting of the original stockholders 
will be held very soon. There will be 
no stock put on the market here, and 
the men who have carried the scheme 
to success will continue to manage its 
affairs for th<* mainland capitalists, 
most of whom are Interested in the de- 
vices which are to be used in the op- 
eration of the system. 


The plan is to adopt a system of ez- 


cfcftnce which will do away'with the 
present method of central operators. 
There are now in existence centrals on 
the automatic plan, where with as 
many as 2000 calls, the entire work of 
the central office Is done by one girl.

report by City Sanitary Officer Tracy 
upon the condition of Nuuanu district 
streets was presented: 
Dr. H. C. Sloggett, President Board of 


Health 
Dear Sir:-Tn regard to the sanitary 


condition of the streets Ewa of Nuua- 
nu stream, I beg leave to report as foi- 
ling street beyond Liliha street has 
beer properly macadamized and is m 
good condition. From Liliha street to 
the Nuuanu stream it is uneven but is 
all right, except at the junction of the 
Prison road, where a pond of mud 
gathers after every rain, and owing to 
the heavy traffic at this point, is any- 
thing but pleasant driving. All the 
street sweepings at this place of course 
are thrown into the mud and not clean- 
ed up. with the result that sanitary 
conditions are not as they should be. 
Proper macadamizing would do away 
with this trouble to a great extent, 
especially as the grade of the gutter 
on the mauka side is in the wrong di- 
rection. 
The Prison and Iwllei roads are as 


good as any road which is not macada- 
mized. In other words, when wet rnud 
holes and ruts are bound to be formed. 
They are not insanitary. 


Btretania street likewise from Kins 


street junction to Nuuanu stream is as 
good a street as can be expected where 
th«re is no top dressing. It drains well 
and there are no Insanitary places in 


* Aala lane is rather flat but there is 
no water standirg in it after a rain, 
and while proper macadamizing would

Kukul street, Ewa of the stream, is 


in a deplorable state, not due so much 
to the fault of the street as to an au- 
wai which has broken its banks and 
sought another outlet with the result 
that the piece of street is impassable 
at present. Its appearanc-e is a great 
deal worse than its sanitary condition. 


Vineyard street m heavy weather is 


six inches deep in mud, but there are 
no low places In it. All water runs oft. 
Of ''ourse, when the street Is so muddy 
«.t i«! difficult for the garbage and exca- 
vator carts to do as thorough work as 
should be done, and a good road would 
help matters, yet in itself the street is 
in no wise a menace to the health of 
the inhabitants of the vicinity. 


Liliha street is in a chaotic state, due 


to the work once begun not having 
been finished. Al the 
street 
drains 


wel',, and the street is not a nuisance 
except that it is hard on the vehicles 
and those in them. 
School street is all right. 
A little 


work on the Fame would improve it. 


To sum up in a few words, there are 


two places which need attention from 
a sanitary standpoint, King street at 
the junction of the Prison road, and 
the piece of Kukul street Ewa of Nuu- 
anu stream. 
It is admitted that Im- 


proving the condition of the streets 
will to a certain extent help sanitary 
matters, but there is no crying need for 
guch work at the present time.

KONA ALL RIGHT. 


(Special to Tfce Adrertleer.) 


BAN FRANCISCO, April 16.—By an 


agreement of contract formally ratified 
all refiners throughout the country will 
sell eugara on uniform terms. This 
does not mean they will name uniform 
prlcei. but that whatever the price, the 
term* shall remain unchanged. In fu- 
ture, therefore, a price of 6c for gran- 
ulated will mean the MUne whether 
quoted by the Sugar tfrust, the Na- 
tional Company or the Arbuckles, and 
It will not be complicated by any spe- 
cial or extra diecount*. 
During the 


last year or BO there has been consid- 
erable irregularity, «o far as discounts 
have been concerned, and refiners have 
charged their rivals with making se- 
cret discounts while apparently main- 
taining list prices. 


The new terms will go into operation 


on all sugar sold on and after April 
16. They follow: 


List price, less lie per hundred 


pounds, 30 days. 


Diecount 1 per cent for'cash 7 days. 


Extra discount of i points to be paid 
at end of 60 days to all who have lived 
up to agreements. 


The present term* are list prices, less 


1 per cent trade diecount, less_a second 
1 per cent for cash 7 days, and less a 
third 1 per cent special discount. The 
last-named 1 per cent special discount 
wae the result of an alleged secret cut 
by the Sugar Trust which was openly 
met by the Arbuckles and subsequently 
put into operation by the National 
Company. 


It is not a fact that the refiners have 


agreed among themselves in regard ^to 
the new terms. The agreement has been 
entirely between the Individual refiners 
and the National Wholesale Grocers' 
Association. In other words, the gro- 
cers have themselves first agreed upon 
the terms they believe they can live 
up to and enforce. 
It is well known 


that for some years paet the wholesale 
grocers have had great trouble in car- 
rying out what Is known as the Equal- 
ity Plan for the sale of sugars. 
In 


some portions of the country they have 
been able to maintain the profit they 
agreed among- themselves should be the 
minimum, 
namely 
loc per hundred 


pounds; but in many other sections of 
the country the plan has not been sue-1 
cessful. 
The sections in which they 


may be said to have been sucessful are 
the New England and Eastern States 
and also some of the 
Northwestern 


States, but beyond these sections any 
maintenance of prices has been irregu- 
lar and the sugar business, which con- 
stitutes so large a share of the business 
of the wholesale grocer, has in many 
instances been carried on at an actual 
lose, on account of the encourageSnent 
to use it as a leader for tha sale of 
other merchandise. 


The wholesale grocers of the country 


through their National Executive Com- 
mittee have for a year or more been 
at work upon a plan for remedying this 
unsatisfactory and unprofitable condi- 
tion, and they this week completed it 
and yesterday secured formal promises 
of co-operation from the refiners. 
It 


will, they believe, enable them to ef- 
fectually carry out the Equality Plan 
and enable all grocers to secure a mod- 
erate profit on sugar. 
The grocers' 


committee secured the co-operation of 


the refiners on the airect assurance that 
the Equality Plan would be honestly 
malntalned. The Equality 
Plan. 
In 


brief, is one by which grocers at va~ 
rioua Jobbing centers througnout the 
country are placed on equal terms. In 
other words, the refiners sell at Hat 
prices less the discounts; and add to 
the bill an amount for freight which 
will give grocers the sugar at a deiiv- 
ered price as low as any other grocer, 
though he be in some other Jobbing 
center, who may supply their natural 
territory. 


The grocers of the West and In some 


sections of the South feel satisfied the 
new plan will prove effective. These are 
the sections In/Vhlch the sugar bus!- 
ness has been most discouraging. It is 
generally understood that sugars from 
New Orleans refiners will in sections 
where equality prices are in effect, also 
co-operate. 


With the possible exception of New 


England the wholesale grocers' asso- 
ciations will have no financial control 
over the operations of their members 
with the' various refiners—not even In 
the instance of the five-point rebate 
that is to be allowed after sixty days 
In the event of the agreement being 
honestly maintained. The New England 
Association has in the past, however, 
distributed discounts among such of its 
members who have not been proved to 
have cut prices, and it is possible this 
association may also, at the request of 
all Its members, be the distributor of 
the special five-point, sixty-day rebate. 
It is not probable, however, that re- 
finers will refuse to forward this rebate 
direct to any buyer who may request it 
to be lent direct.

The Court of Fire Commissioners 


heard arguments yesterday upon the 
liability of the government 
for 
the 


claims made by the insurance compa- 
nies for losses paid by them as a re- 
sult of the plague fires. The amount 
claimed by these companies is about 
$80,00*. The claimants are the North 
German Fire Insurance Co., Hamburg- 
Bremen Fire Insurance Co., North 
British and Mercantile, New Zealand, 
Transatlantic, Royal, Fireman's Fund 
and Liverpool, London and Globe. The 
insurance companies were represented 
by Judge Silliman, A. G. M. Robertson 
and Mr. Holmes, while Attorney Gener- 
al Dole represented the government. 


Mr. Dole opened the argument, ad- 


dressing the court for nearly the entire 
morning session. 
He contended that 


the legislature did not provide for pay- 
ment of fire losses adjusted by the In- 
surance companies, that they were tak- 
ing that risk, and had been receiving 
premiums year after year upon the pos- 
sible contingency of a fire. The poli- 
cies contained the provision, "by order 
of the civil authorities," and the insur- 
ance companies were bound by their 
contract. 


These insurance claimants assumed 


the risk by burnings "by order of the 
civil authorities." They put this liabil- 
ity in the contract^ of insurance which 
they issued. They took pay for it in 
the shape of premiums. They did this, 
presumably knowing that there was at 
the time no remedy against anyone for 
the destruction of property under such 
circumstances. Their liability to insur- 
ers was a business contract, to which 
the government was in no sense a par- 
ty. In reimbursing insurers, they have 
Fin-ply lived up to their contracts with 
them. 


It was argued also that the insurance 


con'panies had no property and conse- 
quently did not ccme within the provi- 
sions of, the act, they did not suffer any 
loss, by paying that which they were 
bound to pay under their contracts 
v, «th the irsured. 


To admit the claims of these com- 


panies is to pay them twice at the ex- 
pense either of the taxpayers at large, 
or cf th<» actual sufferers from the san- 
itary fires—ore? in the premiums which 
they have received for assuming the 
risk, and again in relieving them, at 
the expanse of taxpayers or others, of 
the risk which they assumed as a mat- 
ter of business. 


If these insurance claims are allowed 


and the claims in the aggregate are 
more than fifteen hundred thousand 
dollars, the eighty thousand dollars 
must be deducted, pro rata, from the 
amounts to be paid the actual sufferers 
from these fires. On the other hand, 
if the aggregate of claims does not ex- 
ceed fifteen hundred thousand dollars, 
including the insurance claims, then 
the insurance claims, if allowed, will 
be paid by the taxpayers of the Terri- 
tory. It is submitted, in either case, 
such payment will be contrary to the 
letter and to the spirit of the act; and 
will be, 5n effect, a gift to corporations 
that have already, in the shape of pre- 
miums, received payment for all their 
losse?. 


Mr. Holmes replied briefly, arguing 


that the legislature intended to pay all 
sufferers from the fire, and that the 
insurance companies had been damag- 
ed by the conflagration as much as any 
person. Only a few companies had the 
provision protecting policy 
holders 


from loss by fire slatted by civil au- 
thorities, and justice demanded that 
the government protect these compa- 
nies. 
He contended further that the 


companies could have made a secret 
agreement 
with the policy 
holders, 


promising reimbursement in case the 
government did not act, and in that 
event the Territory would have been 
compelled to pay the claims. By pay- 
ing these losses the claims were assign- 
ed to the insurance companies and they 
•< —v entitled to reimbursement 
He 


.i"d :i'«=o the constitutional provision 


tiiiit "i>r.vate property may not be tak- 
en without just compensation," and 
said that the legislature evidently in- 
tended that the insurance companiea 
should be included in the adjustment. 


Mr. Robertson qtated that it made no 


difference who owned the buildings that 
rich and poor must be treated allk* and 
that If the Insurance companies pror- 
•kl their claims they were entitled to 
the award. The government, he said, 
admitted its liability when it pa*aed 
the act appropriating a million and •> 
half dollars for the payment of claim*. 
Judge Silliman also spoke briefly and 
Mr. Dole concluded the arguments. Tha 
court took the matter under adri**- 
meit, and will not render •> decision 
for some time.

Mr. Lewis opened the case with the

Mr. Davis objected to the amend- 
ment as uqusual, and Mr. Andrews re- 
plied that he had offered It simply to 
set out 
more specifically what the 


original petition contained, and was 
willing to withdraw it if the court held 
the broad allegation of Irregularity to 
be sufficient. 


After/consultation with the two Jus- 


tices, Chief Justice Frear announced 
"The court disallows the amendment, 
on the ground that it is unnecessary." 


By consent of counsel, Mr. Smith was 


excused from attendance at the argu- 
ment. Mr. Andrews said he had no ob- 
jection and Mr. Davis did not after he 
thought over the matter awhile. He 
said: "I don't want to keep him here 
if he wants to write editorials. I dont' 
want to keep him from his labors." 


Mr. Lewis opened the argument. He 


said that the case revolved upon two 
very important points, both necessary 
to the welfare of any country: On the 
one hand the power of the court to 
punish for ctmtempt as limited by the 
Legislature which created it, and on the 
other hand the right granted by the 
Constitution of the United States to 
every citizen to think, write, act and 
talk freely. 


The right of the great organs of the 


press to comment upon commercial, 
legislative and judicial actions was un- 
dented in American jurisprudence. This 
Question involved four provisions—first, 
have the Circuit Court Judges the right 
to punish for constructive contempt? 
Second, the publication in question re- 
ferred to a closed case, and therefore 
was not in contempt or an obstruction 
of justice. 
Third, that the defendant 


had purged himself of the contempt in 
his answer, and fourth, that the pro- 
aeedings were illegal in that they were 
held before an illegally and self-consti- 
tuted court, there being no provision 
for a court en bane. 


Mr. Lewis contended that the courts 


wore legislative 
bodies, and 
conse- 


quently limited by the local statutes. 
He argued also that the publication re- 
ferred to a matter already disposed of, 
find that if the courts have power to 
punish for comment upon cases already 
closfd, the freedom of speech guaran- 
teed by the constitution was a hollow 
mockery. He pointed out In this con- 
neation the distinction between the Mc- 
Carthy mayhem and the assault cases.

Overhead an immense Ha- 
waiian flag formed the central decora- 
tire feature of the temporary ceiling, 
and from the chandeliers great lines of 
greens extended to the corners, forming 
a new roof beneath the sloping one. 
The colors of the foliage, the green* 
bringing out the purples and the reds, 
the colored taro leaves and the vines 
which were entwined through the whole 
made the scheme of color lend itself t* 
the bright dresses of those gathered to 
do honor to the bishop.

It is reported that the blasting for 
the new Bishop wharf threatens grave 
danger to Honolulu's new sewer sys- 
tem. It is pointed out that the water- 
front la made up of filled ground and 
consequently the concussions caused by 
the heavy blasts shake the sewer pipes 
from their 
foundations. 
So far as 


known no serious damage to the sew- 
ers has been noticeable, but the con- 
tractors. Cotton Broe., have been noti- 
fied that they will be held responsible 
for any injury to the system. Assist- 
ant Superintendent Campbell stated 
yesterday that any break in the sewer 
pipes would be immediately noticeable 
at the pumping station, but that no 
such result had been discovered. He 
said further that the contractors had 
been notified that they would be held 
liable for any damage resulting from 
the blast*. Mr. Campbell said that in 
his opinion blasting was necessary, but 
that the heavy charges now being used 
were likely to cause considerable dam- 
age.
